The IDS filed on 06/04/01 has been considered. The Thiel et al abstract (Ref BL) shows 
that "Antibodies were produced against a peptide representing the NH2 -terminal part of the 
protein" (i.e. the MASP-2 protein). The reference is not cited against the instant claims because it 
is deemed nonenabling, due to a lack of any disclosure of the amino acid sequence of the peptide 
used to produce the antibodies.
